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Irate Greenbelters Air Gerrymandered 
Redistricting Plan in Public Session

At the public “airing” of the Redistricting Commission’s 
gerrymandered plan, held in the Council Chambers last Tues¬ 
day, October 27, Greenbelters and others expressed their feel¬ 
ings of betrayal on an issue which will be with the county until 
1994 — the year in which redistricting will next affect an elec¬ 
tion. From the heavily Democratic citizenry of Greenbelt to 
such speakers as the Reverend Perry Smith, who supported the 
Ennis revised plan on behalf of the black religious community, 
it was evident that a great deal of anger had been generated by 
the county council’s unconcern for its traditional constituency. 


The city council had set this air¬ 
ing to ensure, as Mayor Richard 
Castaldi put it, that the public 
knows what the recommended 
plan does to Greenbelt. Those 
present certainly gave their sup¬ 
port, vociferously attacking the 
recommended plan, the motives of 
the three Democratic commission 
members who voted for it and the 
county council's unresponsiveness 
thus far to concerns about the 
unfairness of the plan, not only 
to Greenbelt but to women and 
the black minority. 

State Senator Edward Conroy 
described the plan recommended 
by the commission — the so-call¬ 
ed Hendershot revised plan — as 
“outrageous” and urged the coun¬ 
ty council to come up with a plan 
which meets the letter and spirit 
of the redistricting guidelines. 
Delegate Gerard Devlin termed 
the plan “ghastly” and described 
the process which produced it as 
“an obvious and crude political 
effort.” David Bird, delegate 
from the Cheverly/New Carroll¬ 
ton area, appeared in support of 
Greenbelt’s opposition to the plan 
and read a letter from Delegate 
Joan Pitkin, absent because of 
illness. James Hubbard, member 
of the Democratic Central Com¬ 
mittee, emphasized that he was 
sneaking for himself and not for 
the Central Committee but never¬ 
theless felt strongly enough about 
the issue that he characterized 
what has happened with this plan 
as “making a mockery of the po¬ 
litical process” School Board 
member Lesley Kreimer said she 
had not believed the commission 
would “come up with this kind of 
blatant political plan.” 

Two members of the Redistrict¬ 
ing Commission — William Gullet 
and Wayne Curry — spoke at the 
meeting. Gullett, former county 
executive, was (with Ella Ennis) 
one of the two minority Republic¬ 
ans on the commission; Curry, 
with Chairman Hervey Machen

and Thomas Hendershot, was one 
of the three-man Democratic ma¬ 
jority. 

Gullett strongly supported ef¬ 
forts to revive the Ennis revised 
plan which has been introduced 
for county council consideration 
by council member Ann Lom¬ 
bardi. (The Ennis plan, one of 
four presented in a series of pub¬ 
lic hearings in September, re¬ 
ceived widespread public support 
from all factions which appeared 
at those meetings. The Commis¬ 
sion plan was not presented at 
those public hearings but was 
produced as the majority plan at 
its last meeting and sent to the 
County Council as the Commis¬ 
sion’s official recommendation.) 

Gullett. who read a letter from 
Ella Ennis who was unable to be 
present, furnished copies of the 
minority report which contained 
strong objections to the majority 
plan. Six specific objections cited 
in the minority report are: 

”1.) We question the constitu¬ 
tionality of an 11.2% variance be¬ 
tween the districts in the pro- 
posted Majority Plan. This vari¬ 
ance above the accepted 10% 
stated in various Supreme Court 
cases has not been justified. It 
could have easily been avoided. 

2.) The Majority Pldn adopted 
was presented at the last work 
session of the Commission allow¬ 
ing no time for review by the pub 
lie or the Commission as a body, 
although obviously with the prior 
agreement of the three Majority 
members of the Commission. 
Withholding the majority backed 
plan until the last possible meet¬ 
ing violates the spirit of the dem-

The Greenbelt Homes Board of Directors and Audit Com¬ 
mittee met for two sessions, Thursday, October 22 and 29, to 
review the 1982 budget of $5.34 million presented by General 
Manager Timothy Milter, An informational budget briefing for 
members will be held tonight, November 5, at 8 p.m, in the 
Municipal Building. The board expects to continue discussion on 
the budget November 12, Management was complimented by 
the board for its early presentation of the budget. 


The operating budget calls for 
an overall increase of 7.19%. (Ap¬ 
proval by the membership is re¬ 
quired for an increase above 
10%.) The largest single item is 
earmarked for “energy costs,” 
$1.7m even though the board fully 
expects all the old oil-burning 
plants to have been decommis¬ 
sioned by this time next year and 
replaced with individual electric 
heat. In a move reminiscent of 
last year, management has plan¬ 
ned a budget that covers the cost 
of fuel oil for less than a full 
year — eleven months. According 
to Comptroller Don McGinn, GHI 
burns 20% of the year’s supply of 
oil in the month of December — 
hence the push to get all plants 
off line before then, W T hat is dif¬ 
ferent this year is that GHI has 
the financing required and is in 
the process of getting Phase II 
rehab underway. 

Beginning early in 1982 the 
smaller heating plants will be 
converted and the affected mem¬ 
bers will begin paying for their 
heat and hot water directly to the 
electric utility. In order that these 
members not pay “twice” for 
these services, the board has de¬ 
termined that a member will re¬ 
ceive an “energy rebate” follow¬ 
ing decommission of his unit's 
boiler plant. This “energy rebate” 
will be roughly equivalent to the 
increase his electric bill will show 
for heat and hot water. 

(Factoring into the budget a 
12 month supply of oil instead of 
11 would put the overall increase 
in operating charges at 12.98%, 
well above the point at which 
membership approval is needed. 
The staff did prepare such an al¬ 
ternative budget for the board and 
members to consider, but does not 
recommend it.) 

The second largest single item 
is $960 000 for payment on the 
two rehab loans. It represents 
construction interest payable on 
draws from the $13,7 m. Co-op

Bank loan and begins payback on 
the HUD loan of $6,4 m. A por¬ 
tion of this amount was collected 
in previous years, ($150,000) and 
has been drawing interest. 

“Interest Credit” 

Members who have completed 
some portion of rehab on their 
own will receive a monthly “in¬ 
terest credit.” This group includes 
those who put in windows, insula¬ 
tion, siding and/or electric heat 
themselves and so did not finance 
this work through GHI (either the 
HUD loan or the Co-op Bank 
loan). Because the corporation 
will not pay interest on financing 
their work, this “savings” will be 
passed back to the member in the 
form of an “interest credit.”

Construct ion Problems 
Continue at Roosevelt

Tonight the Prince Georges 
Board of Education will receive 
a report on construction problems 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
a thorough, ongoing examination 
of the building—particularly the 
construction aspects of the ex¬ 
terior walls—has been taking 
place. 

Brian Porter, spokesman for 
the county public school system 
said, "There is no safety prob¬ 
lem ... no danger to the stu¬ 
dents . . We are taking prudent 

precautions to keep students out 
of the way of the investigation.” 
Porter was referring to the snow 
fence placed around the west 
wall. 

Roosevelt, opened in Septem¬ 
ber 1976, has not yet been ac¬ 
cepted into the Prince Georges 
County school system. Certain 
corrections and certifications 
must be made before the building 
can be accepted. Reportedly, the 
county has not made the final 
payment on the contract and 
won't until all corrections have 
been accomplished. 

Tests of the exterior walls 
taken by an independent civil en¬ 
gineering firm from April 1979 to 
December 1979 revealed that the 
walls were stable. However, there 
was a question at the time as 
to whether wall x-rays complied 
with requirements.

The final countdown of the U.S. census, 1980 version, is 
apparently complete. In the official certification from the 
Bureau of the Census, the City of Greenbelt was notified that 
its population as of April 1, 1980, was 17,332. The number of 
housing units was 8,005. 

These figures should wind up the Twentieth Decennial Cen¬ 
sus as far as Greenbelt is concerned. Previous figures released 
by the Census Bureau in June were only approximations — 
“just over 17..330” for people, “approximately 8,000” for dwel¬ 
ling units. 

Nevertheless, a note of uncertainty is struck in the final sen¬ 
tence of the official federal certification: “This certified count is 
subject to change pending the outcome of the various lawsuits 
concerning the census counts.” Is there a note of weariness in 
that admission? In any case, as far as we know, none of the 
legal complaints are from Greenbelt. 

So here’s to us — all 17,332! 

Very Satisfying 

There’s something very satisfying about the look of the new 
post office — and of course about the decision to keep the facil¬ 
ity in the Center. Already the lower parking lot has a livelier 
air. And we confess to finding it appealing to have all this 
activity presided over by the comfortable couple on the park 
bench who look out over the scene from their space in the 
mural. 

The mural is a relatively recent addition to the city’s art 
work — a Bicentennial contribution. But it is much in the 
spirit of the Depression-era statuary and bas reliefs provided 
by a federal Works Progress Administration artist when the 
town was new. Murals were an important part of the WPA art 
scene, though none came to Greenbelt at that time. 

The mural over the post office was funded also by the fed¬ 
eral government, through the National Endowment for the Arts. 
It is pleasant to think that it adds luster to the building that 
houses so imporant an institution as the Greenbelt Post Office.

Help in Time of Crisis

While no one looks forward to a 
crisis, it is often during one that 
people best demonstrate their ca¬ 
pacity to help others. One such 
crisis was a fire at the Greenbelt 
Plaza Apartments on Monday. Oc¬ 
tober 19. 

The fire at 53-A and 53-B Cres¬ 
cent Road in Greenbelt was quick¬ 
ly controlled by area firefighters. 
The only personal injury was a 
cut received by a fireman. How¬ 
ever. 10 families were left home¬ 
less by the blaze. 

Many individuals and organiza¬ 
tions responded to the crisis. 
Among these were people involved 
in the Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
(GHD Rehabilitation Project. 
Helping other people is a “hu¬ 
man obligation,” explained Sam 
Schwallenberg, Chief Inspector, 

Schwallenberg and both Reha¬ 
bilitation inspectors, Tom DeVries 
and John McLeish. offered their 
help. DeVries said, “I enjoy help¬ 
ing people in time of need.” As¬ 
sistance also came from workers 
of Gehring Construction Compa¬ 
ny, Beltway Aluminum Company, 
and Atkinson Plumbing Company, 
subcontractors on the Rehabilita¬ 
tion Project. The workers includ¬ 
ed Dick Gehring, Rich Gehring, 
Glenn Archibald. Bob Massey^ 
Brian Kennedy, Jim Eddins, Tim 
Avery, and Benny Walters. The 
men worked from 4:30-7 p.m. 
moving furniture for two families. 
Furniture from one apartment 
was moved to a downstairs apart¬ 
ment, while furniture from the 
other was driven to a storage 
area. 

Dick Gehring, owner of Gehring 
Construction Company, volunteer¬ 
ed the use of two of his trucks for 
this job. The men also offered 
their help w hen these families find 
another place to live. 

Eddins was primarily responsi¬ 
ble for initiating this help, “He’s 
a super person,” said Schwaben- 
berg. Eddins explained that he is 
a “life-long member of the com¬ 
munity and knows first hand how 
distressed people are after a crisis 
or fire.” 

The resident manager of the 
apartments, Robin Croteau, said 
that she had noticed the men 
helping. Although there is no set 
date, repairs on the apartment 
units will probably take six to 
eight months. Some people are in¬ 
terested in returning to their 
apartments. “It was quite an ex¬ 
perience and something I'll never 
forget,” said Croteau.

three majority black districts can 
be achieved with a 60 percent or 
higher majority. A majority of 
approximately 60 percent is suffi¬ 
cient to elect black representa¬ 
tives as demonstrated by the 1974 
elections in the 25th Legislative 
District. 

6.) The plan endorsed by the 
three majority members ignores 
the overwhelming public testi¬ 
mony at the public hearings, fav¬ 
oring the Ennis Revised Plan of 
compact districts with equal rep¬ 
resentation for the Northern 
Southern and Mid-county re¬ 
gions; separation of Greenbelt 
from Bowie and three majority 
black districts.” 

Defense of Plan 

Wayne Curry, who appeared 
faintly embarrassed by his role of 
apologist for the commission ma¬ 
jority, attempted to soothe accu¬ 
sations that the Commission plan 
was politically motivated. He not¬ 
ed that the commission was ap¬ 
pointed by a political entity to 
perform a political chore. In de¬ 
fense of the majority plan, he re¬ 
peatedly stated that it was im¬ 
possible to satisfy everyone. But 
he failed to specify exactly whom 
the commission’s plan was design¬ 
ed to satisfy. He assured his list¬ 
eners that the commission had 
spent many arduous hours trying 
to come up with the best plan 
possible that would attract three 
votes on the commission. The 
only reason no public hearing had 
been held on the plan, he explain¬ 
ed, was the difficulty of this task, 
delaying its accomplishment until 
the very last minute. 

Expectedly, Curry was subiect- 
ed to more rigorous questioning 
than the other speakers. Green- 
belt Councilman Gil Weidenfeld 
asked how the majority plan could 
be defended as compact and con¬ 
tiguous, one of the charter re¬ 
quirements. Curry replied that all 
districts were contiguous and as 
compact as possible. Curry’s an¬ 
swer obviously did not satisfy 
the Greenbelt critics and the city 
council members made this dis¬ 
satisfaction clear, 

Roy Dabney, county council 
member from Bowie, defended the 
selection of a weekday morning 
for the hearing on the redistrict¬ 
ing plan. The council's calendar, 
he said, was so full that no other 
time was available. He did prom¬ 
ise to “do what we can to help 
Greenbelt” and pointed out that 
the best chance of prevailing upon 
the council to adopt a plan other 
than that recommended by the 
commission lies in concerted sup¬ 
port for the Ennis revised plan. 
Castaldi repeated that Greenbelt 
had already expressed its sup¬ 
port of the Ennis plan to the 
county council. 

Lied off by former councilman 
Charles Sehwan, several Green¬ 
belt citizens spoke in opposition 
to the commission’s plan and in 
support of the Ennis revised plan. 
Sehwan noted that the city is now

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Council Grapples with Tough Choice on Cable

When Greenbelt’s city council, on October 28, held a three- 
hour public hearing on cable television for the city, it became 
obvious that residents are not excited about the subject. The 
“crowd” was provided by city council and city staff, by spokes¬ 
men and staff of two cable applicants, and by a representative 
of the county Cable Television Commission. Fewer than ten 
members of the “public” were present. Of these, only five 
spoke up (mostly with questions rather than viewpoints), and 
one of the five was a Berwyn Heights resident unhappy about 
the way one of the cable firms had run its connecting wire 
inside his house. 


Last spring the city requested 
proposals for a cable TV system. 
Two firms responded: Metrovision 
of Prince Georges County, Inc., 
and Storer Communications of 
Maryland, Inc. The Metrovision 
bid to the city is conditioned upon 
receipt by the firm of the cable 
franchise for northern Prince 
Georges County. The Storer pro¬ 
posal carries no such condition. 
Both firms offer the same services 
to Greenbelt residents as they 
have offered to the county. 

The county's Cable Television 
Commission, in evaluating five ap¬ 
plicants for the northern county 
franchise, has ranked Metrovision 
first and Storer third. The county 
council is expected to decide on 
award of a franchise on Novem¬ 
ber 17. When (and if) the County 
Executive signs the franchise leg¬ 
islation passed by the county 
council, then the city will have 30 
days within which to decide 
whether it wants to be a part of 
the county’s northern-area cable 
system. 

Other options for the city coun¬ 
cil are to set up its own franchise 
with Metrovision (if the firm wins 
the northern county franchise) or 
with Storer, or to decide not to 
have a cable franchise for the city 
— “just not bother with it,” as 
City Manager James Giese ex¬ 
pressed this final option. 

Super Sales Effort 

After the Executive Director of 
the county's Cable TV Commis¬ 
sion had explained to council why 
the commission has recommended 
Metrovision over Storer, the coun- 
cilmen were subjected to a heavy 
dose of salesmanship, first by Sto¬ 
rer and then by Metrovision. 
Each firm brought in a prominent 
county resident who is a part- 
owner of the local corporation. 
Each cited significant national 
corporate affiliation and highly 
successful cable systems installed 
in major cities. Each claimed su¬ 
perior technical and management 
ability, as well as superior finan¬ 
cial resources. Each promised, in 
effect, to bring the greatest 
amount of consumer satisfaction 
to Greenbelt's residents. 

Amidst all the technical jargon, 
the glossy brochures, and the sales

pitches, Storer threatened to steal 
the show by having its “mobile 
studio” parked outside and two 
TV cameras complete with tech¬ 
nical crews and bright lights in¬ 
side. (In add tion to taping the 
hearing, they also showed a film 
clip taken a year ago, with shots 
of Greenbelt’s Labor Day activi¬ 
ties, and of two musical numbers 
staged in the Utopia Theater. 
Picture quality was excellent; 
sound quality was very poor.) But 
Metrovision did not attempt to 
compete with the physical dis¬ 
play, proudly countering instead 
with its endorsement both by the 
Cable TV Commission and by an 
independent consulting firm hired 
by the county. 

Difficult Decision 

The members of city council 
face a difficult set of choices in 
deciding what to do about a cable 
franchise for the city. To start 
with, as evidenced by the meager 
turnout at the hearing, they have 
been given little feel for citizen 
views on the subject. They are 
also dealing with a topic that is 
very complex, both technically and 
financ ally. 

“Cable” is still in its infancy in 
the United States, which means 
not only that there is little expe¬ 
rience elsewhere upon which 
council can draw', but also a lot 
of shaking-down that can yet be 
expected in the industry in terms 
of technological advances, corpo¬ 
rate changes such as failures and 
mergers, and legal challenges 
and decisions. The councilmen do 
have the detailed evaluation made 
by the county Cable TV Commis¬ 
sion to guide them. But the ac¬ 
tions on a franchise by the coun¬ 
ty council and county executive 
may be dominated by political 
considerations, related to the par¬ 


tisan affiliations of county resi¬ 
dents who are minority stock¬ 
holders in the cable firms. If the 
Cable TV Commission’s top 
choice, Metrovision, is not select¬ 
ed by the county, then Metrovi¬ 
sion will not be a candidate for a 
Greenbelt-only franchise. 

The city council is, despite the 
lack of citizen expression on the 
subject, under pressure to reach 
a decision on the issue. The city 
committed itself in writing, when 
it requested cable proposals, to 
make a definite decision on pro¬ 
posals received (even if that de¬ 
cision were to give out no fran¬ 
chise). 

When the county grants a fran¬ 
chise, the 30-day limit for Green¬ 
belt to opt in or out will impose 
another pressure. And then there 
is the fact that forms of cable 
are already creeping into the 
city, in Springhill Lake and 
Greenbriar, with the city unable 
to control them or to gain reve¬ 
nues from them (as would be pos¬ 
sible with a franchise) because 
the cables do not cross public 
rights-of-w r ay. 

Cable TV Commission 

Delores Early. Executive Direc¬ 
tor of the county's Cable Televi¬ 
sion Commission, said that she 
was not present to speak on be¬ 
half of any particular cable com¬ 
pany. She listed five factors 
against which the written propo¬ 
sals of the five applicants for 
the northern area franchise had 
been evaluated. These were com¬ 
mercial services to subscribers 
(that is. response to subscriber 
complaints, arrangements for in- 
home hookup, etc.), nonentertain¬ 
ment services, financial capabili¬ 
ty, engineering system design, and 
responsiveness to community in¬ 
terests. On a point-scoring basis, 
Metrovision had been evaluated 
as superior to the other appli¬ 
cants, with Storer in third place. 

Early offered some cautionary 
views to the city council. She 
urged that council not select a 
firm solely because its initial 
subscription rates are lower than 
those of a competitor. Instead, 
she said, the city should look at 
what the rate structure will be 
over the 15-year period of a fran¬ 
chise contract.

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Early also advised council to 
look not for the highest franchise 
fee to the city, but instead for the 
proposal that offers the best over¬ 
all balance. And finally, she point¬ 
ed out that council should be very 
careful in making its decision be¬ 
cause in choosing one firm for a 
franchise, council will be making 
a commitment with which the 
city’s residents will have to live 
for the next 15 years. 

In answer to a series of ques¬ 
tions from council members, 
Early filled in more details about 
areas in which the commission 
had rated Metrovision higher 
than Storer, These included sig¬ 
nal quality, systems design, finan¬ 
cial capability, municipal access 
responsiveness, and commercial 
service to subscribers. Early 
could not remember whether 
there was much difference be¬ 
tween the two firms in their re¬ 
sponsiveness to community inter¬ 
ests. 

She said Storer's proposal would 
cost subscribers 27 percent more 
than would Metrovision’s over the 
15-year franchise period. Early 
also noted that Storer would offer 
a system with fewer total chan¬ 
nels than would Metrovision, and 
emphasized that adding more 
channels later to an installed sys¬ 
tem would be very costly. When 
City Manager Giese asked Early 
whether some cable companies 
might be bidding “come-on pric¬ 
es,” she replied that this was 
“very possible,” and again empha¬ 
sized the need to look at the en¬ 
tire 15-year picture. 

Early also told the council that 
an attempt had been made by the 
commission to look at the “track 
records” of the competing firms 
in other parts of the country 
where they have installed cable 
systems. However,, the findings 
could not be used because it 
proved impossible to compare 
system sizes in other areas with 
those planned for the county. 


Early was asked what major ad¬ 
vantages there might be for the 
city in joining the county’s cable 
system rather than going it alone. 
In response, she referred primar¬ 
ily to better access to the institu¬ 
tional network, and summed it up 
by saying that in joining the 
county system, the city would 
conceivably get “the best of all 
worlds.” When Giese remarked 
that the city is dissatisfied with 
the county's cable TV ordinance 
and also sees the county's fee¬ 
sharing formula as not favorable 
for the city. Early suggested that 
the city propose to the county spe¬ 
cific changes in ordinance lan¬ 
guage that would remove those 
difficulties. 

Later in the evening, the princi¬ 
pal spokesman for Metrovision 
offered his opinion that the city 
would be better off tied to the 
county cable system, because the 
city on its own would not be able 
to afford as sophisticated a sys¬ 
tem as Metrovision proposes for 
the county. He said this advice 
would stand even if Storer wins 
the county northern-area fran¬ 
chise. 

Storer 

Winfield Kelly, former Prince 
Georges County Executive, made 
the presentation for Storer Com¬ 
munications of Maryland, Inc., of 
which he is a vice president. This 
local firm is a subsidiary of Storer 
Broadcasting Company, which 
owns a radio station and seven 
television stations, and which op¬ 
erates almost 400 cable franchises 
in 20 states. The local corporation 
has been operating in a number 
of municipalities within northern 
Prince Georges County for three 
years and now has about 4,000 
subscribers “on line.” Communi¬ 
ties served by Storer include Col¬ 
lege Park, Berwyn Heights, and 
New Carrollton. 

In his presentation to the city

council, Kelly focused on item- 
by-item rebuttal of the evaluation 
of Storer’s proposal as made by 
the Cable TV Commission. He ul- 
mately implied that Storer was 
the victim of “bias” on the part 
of the commission. Kelly also felt 
that perhaps his firm should have 
presented itself better — should 
have used “the magic words” — 
in its written proposal to the 
county. At one point, Kelly offered 
the pessimistic view that even if 
the county council does choose 
Storer for the northern-area fran¬ 
chise, the county executive will 
veto the council action. 

Kelly sees Storer as offering to 
the city a cable system that, in 
various particulars, would be su¬ 
perior to the system proposed by 
Metrovision. The biggest advan¬ 
tage, he told council, is that Sto¬ 
rer, unlike Metrovision, is already 
operating cable systems within the 
county. 

Metrovision 

Metrovision of Prince Georges 
County is a corporation formed 
by 14 local residents and by Met¬ 
rovision, Inc., which is headquar¬ 
tered in Atlanta and is a subsidi¬ 
ary of Newhouse Broadcasting 
Corporation. Newhouse owns and 
operates 31 daily newspapers, sev¬ 
eral well-known magazines, and 
Random House Publishing Cor¬ 
poration. Metrovision, which was 
incorporated about two years ago, 
has 160,000 cable subscribers in 
various parts of the country, 
Metrovision’s five top officers em¬ 
phasize their management experi¬ 
ence as the senior executives of 
Cox Cable Communications, Inc. 
before they resigned to form 
Metrovision, The firm now has no 
cable systems within Prince 
Georges County. 

Russell Shipley, a county attor¬ 
ney and one of the firm's local 


owners, spoke briefly to council. 
He said that 20 percent of the 
stock of Metrovision of PG Coun¬ 
ty is in local hands, with each 
stockholder liable in direct rela¬ 
tionship to the amount of stock 
owned. The remaining 80 percent 
of stock is held by the parent 
firm in Atlanta. 

The major presentation for Met¬ 
rovision was done by Craig 
Magher, the Atlanta-based Vice 
President/Treasurer of the firm. 
Magher told council that between 
the Metrovision and Storer pro¬ 
posals, the city is looking at two 
very close bids. He went on to 
note that although Kelly had em¬ 
phasized and then tried to dis¬ 
credit the findings of the Cable 
TV Commission, the county has a 
second, independent, evaluation 
upon which to base a franchise 
decision. 

The county retained the Cable 
Television Information Center 
(CTIC), which Magher described 
as having an excellent reputation, 
to evaluate the five northern-area 
proposals. According to Magher, 
CTIC also chose Metrovision as 
having the better proposal. After 
listing various features of Metro¬ 
vision’s proposed system which 
Magher thinks show the desira¬ 
bility of their plan, Magher said 
that in summary he felt they had 
made a very superior bid to the 
county. 

He told council that they must 
take into account the character 
of the company in deciding on a 
franchise. In that regard, he said, 
Metrovision has never been sued 
and has never had a franchise re¬ 
voked. 

During his presentation, Magh¬ 
er had suggested that Storer’s 
projections of revenue were too 
optimistic. In reply to questions 
from council, he amplified the

Manager’s Report 


The city council took up the ca¬ 
ble television issue at its first reg¬ 
ular meeting (on November 2) 
after its public hearing on the 
subject. City Manager James 
Giese, in a written report, recom¬ 
mended to council “that the city 
award its own franchise rather 
than participating with the coun¬ 
ty franchise. It is felt that the 
city would have better control of 
access to the government access 
channels if this is done.” Giese 
further recommended that council 
defer the subject of cable televi¬ 
sion to its first meeting in Decem¬ 
ber, and that it not award a fran¬ 
chise until after the county does 
so. 

Giese’s report continued: ‘It is 
my inclination to recommend 
awarding the franchise to Metro¬ 
vision — even though both pro¬ 
posals are approximately equal — 
on the basis that the city would 
have better access to county pub¬ 
lic programming, and Metrovision, 
with the county franchise, would 
have a larger population to serve 
than Storer and, therefore, great¬ 
er revenues and greater capabili¬ 
ties to provide a greater variety 
of local origination programs.” 
Giese added that if Metrovision 
does not get the county franchise, 
then council would have to choose 
Storer for a city franchise. 

Giese. in his report, told coun¬ 
cil, “It should be noted that Met¬ 
rovision is the recommended first 
choice of the county Cable Televi¬ 
sion Commission. Storer, on the 
other hand, has had a very ag¬ 
gressive sales promotion, has paid 
particular attention to the mu¬ 
nicipal governments in Prince 
Georges County, and has been fa¬ 
vorably recognized by many of the 


municipalities by the award of 
franchises. This evident interest 
in municipalities is something well 
appreciated. However, considera¬ 
tion must be given to the fact that 
at present the city has been deal¬ 
ing with local representatives of 
the two firms who are minority 
stockholders, 

“After the franchise battles 
are all fought and won, the vari¬ 
ous governments awarding fran¬ 
chises can be expected to be deal¬ 
ing subsequently with the main 
companies rather than the local 
representatives; and there is no 
assurance that the interest ex¬ 
hibited in municipal governments 
now shown by either of the 
two firms will be shown to the 
same extent in the future.” 

Councilman Richard Pilski em¬ 
phatically stated his opposition to 
the city manager’s recommenda¬ 
tion that council defer action on 
the cable issue. He said he feels it 
is important for the city to go on 
record with a choice between the 
two applicants, as a possible in¬ 
fluence on county officials when 
they are deciding award of the 
county’s northern-area franchise. 
Pilski said the city would have to 
live with the county decision for 
years, and Greenbelt might have 
more control over some elements 
of who gets the county franchise 
if the city acts first. As to the city 
manager’s written comments 
about the future role of local own¬ 
ers of the cable firms, Pilski de¬ 
clared that these persons will not 
become “figureheads” if the city 
does not let that happen. 

The council members agreed to 
meet in a work session the next 
night (November 3) to discuss 
cable television.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Police Blotter

A resident of Lakecrest Drive 
turned in to the Greenbelt Police 
Dept, two Peter Paul Mounds 
miniature candy bars which hod 
been given to her child on Hallo¬ 
we’en. The wrappers had been 
opened at one end and there was 
a mark in each candy bar which 
could have been a puncture mark 
from a syringe. Cpl. Michael D. 
Craddock, who investigated the 
incident, checked for the presence 
of a needle or other foreign mat¬ 
ter but found none. The candy 
bars have been sent to the Mary¬ 
land State Police Laboratory for 
chemical analysis There have 
been no reports of illness made 
to the Police Department. 

At approximately 1 a.m. on Oc¬ 
tober 30 a female Washington, 
D.C. resident was reportedly for¬ 
ced at knifepoint into a car on 
M Street in the District and even¬ 
tually driven to a wooded area off 
Laurel Hill Rd., where she was 
raped twice. The man then left, 
telling her to remain in the area. 
The suspect is a white male, about 
5’8”, about 30 years old, with a 
slim build, brown shoulder length 
hair and a moustache. He was 
wearing gray dress trousers and 
a white dress shirt with a stripe. 
The vehicle in which the victim 
was driven out to Greenbelt was 
a medium-size car with a black 
top and a red body with a black 
interior and bucket seats. 

As Detectives Ernest W. Brum- 
ley and Terrence M. McGrath 
were driving the rape victim back 
to Washington, they saw two 
Greenbelt residents for whom fel¬ 
ony warrants were outstanding. 
The detectives notified the Met¬ 
ropolitan Police and the two sus¬ 
pects were placed under arrest 
for extradition to Maryland. When 
arrested they were in poscsssion 
of a stolen car which had been 
repainted and a concealed weapon, 
a handgun. 

A no-force breaking and enter¬ 
ing occurred in tlve Lakesidie 
North apartments on October 30 
during daylight hours. 

Another no-force breaking and 
entering occurred on Westway 
Drive on October 26 during day¬ 
light hours. Entry was gained 
through sliding glass doors which 
had a defective lock. Jewelry and 
cash were taken. 

A burglary took place in an ap¬ 
artment on Westway on October 
27 between 10:25 and 10:56 pm. 
A T.V. and a stereo were re¬ 
moved. 

Pfc. James D. Love charged a 
male and a female non-resident 
juvenile with breaking and en¬ 
tering, which occurred late on Oc¬ 
tober 30 or early on October 31. 
A stereo and liquor were taken. 

The Delta Hosiery store in 
Greenwav Shoping Center was 
broken into in the early evening 
of October 31. Some cash was re¬ 
moved. 

Two apartments on Broezewoed 
Terrace were also entered. Cash 
was taken from one and a TV and 
stereo from the other. 

Pfc Daniel P. O’Neil arrested a 
disorderly subject for breaking 
windows on Lakecrest Drive. He 
also arrested a local adult resident 
for tampering with a Postal ve¬ 
hicle parked on the city lot.

middle frame unit will face an in¬ 
crease of $19.50 per month, (The 
overall average increase for frame 
units is 8.94%.) 

If that member has installed his 
own windows, he would receive an 
"interest credit” of $8 per month. 
In addition, if his heating plant is 
decommissioned on July 1, he will 
receive an energy rebate of $225 
spread over five months or $41 per 
month. Thus his increase of $19.50 
would drop to $11.50 from Janu¬ 
ary to July and become a de¬ 
crease of $33.50 for July through 
November. Beginning with De¬ 
cember all members would be 
paying directly to the electric 
company for heat with no help 
from GHI. 

In a second example, the aver¬ 
age increase for a two-bedroom 
middle masonry unit would be $10 
per month. (The overall average 
increase for masonry units is 
4.38%). In this example, the mem¬ 
ber would be entitled to an $8 
"interest credit” if the unit has 
been converted to electric heat 
and an 11-month energy rebate 
totaling $665 or $60 per month. 

Garages 

Rent increases of about 10% 
are proposed for all garages.

The extra income is to be funnel¬ 
led into increased maintenance, 
repair and painting, for the ga¬ 
rages. 

Increases 

An across-the-board 7% wage/ 
salary increase, approved by the 
board on October 23, is factored 
into the budget. 

Management has set up a "four- 
year comprehensive rehab-related 
and deferred maintenance pro¬ 
gram” for all units. The study, 
designed in part to see what 
GHI’s employment needs will be, 
shows no drop. Rather, needs will 
increase for 3 years and then de¬ 
crease again with the nature of 
the work gradually shifting. Mit- 
ter would like to keep the present 
personnel because they are famil¬ 
iar with the housing co-ops needs 
and problems, by offering oppor¬ 
tunities to learn new skills. Spe¬ 
cific projects include (1) warranty 
compliance, (2) trim paint, (3) 
drywall repair. (4) porch roof and 
deck repair, (5) parking area 
painting and repair, (6) swale 
work. (7) storm drainage repair/ 
replacement, (8) sidewalk repair 
(a county code violation, now 30% 
completed), and others. 

In most eases these items rep- 

place during the day in the 9100 
block of Springhill Lane on Oc¬ 
tober 27. Coins were taken. 


resent a catchup effort on regular 
maintenance which has been de¬ 
ferred during rehab, or rehab- 
related work which will be trans¬ 
ferred into the maintenance de¬ 
partment. 

Also included in the budget is 
the first year ($50,000) of a five- 
year plan to recoup budget deficits 
from prior years. 

In addition the staff architect’s 
office shows a substantial in¬ 
crease. Partly, it reflects the fact 
that a portion of the costs ex¬ 
pected to be paid for by grant 
money was not obtained and 
partly because staff architect 
costs that it was thought could be 
charged to rehab, could not be. 

New Idea 

President Jim Smith reported 
that several new ideas that have 
been directly or indirectly crank¬ 
ed into the budget came from the 
recent National Assn, of Housing 
Cooperatives meeting in Detroit 
which he, Mitter and Shekar Na 
rasimhan attended. An annual re¬ 
treat for the board and top man¬ 
agement immediately following 
the annual board election is in¬ 
cluded in the budget for next 
year. The purpose is to introduce 
new board members, and to re¬ 
view how the corporation works, 
its present policies and direction 
for the coming year. 

Odds and Ends 

Staff is researching possible 
purchase of a small computer. The 
TRS-80 Model II (business mod¬ 
el) recently purchased is primar¬ 
ily a word-processor. Also under 
study is a new telephone system 
for the administration building 
giving members better access to 
the various offices. Staff members 
say they are sometimes embar¬ 
rassed by having to tell a member 
that his call cannot be trans¬ 
ferred to another office, thus re¬ 
quiring the member to place a 
second call. "It sounds as though 
we’re giving members the run¬ 
around,” they say. 

Adding some extra expense is 
the fact that staff expects to put 
out 5 or 6 editions of the News¬ 
letter each year instead of one or 
two. Also printing charges are up. 

Larger Homes 

Last year members in larger 
homes asked not to be included in 
the rehab program, opting in¬ 
stead for a “pay as you go” pro¬ 
gram. The board added $2000 to 
the larger homes reserves and 
asked management to draw up a 
plan. Board member Steve Curtis 
listed problems that are already 
known and should be addressed: 
(1) water in » basements. (2)
